, ing. Sriman Swami was received at the Nagpur station by a large 
' number of men. On his ¥ way from the\station to his residence 
_he was accompanied with a band of music and there were fre- 
quent showers of flowers on him. Four hundred And fifty-tw 
kine which the Nagpur society had bought from butchers, were 
conducted in a grand procession through the public streets and 
thoroughfares on Sunday morning. At the head of the pro-. 
cession were elephants, camels and horses which were well . 
i adorned. They were followed by an immense crowd of some 
= 20,000 men who sang religious songs, and behind that 
crowd. were the kine; the procession came to a close at a 
fixed place, where the kine were worshipped and food and 
elothing were distributed, to the poor.
